Murder charged in fatal crash

LOUISA — A preliminary 
hearing is set today (Wednesday) 
for a Johnson County man 
charged with murder in the death 
of a motorcyclist following a 
high-speed chase Friday night in 
Lawrence County. 



Joshua A. Fitzpatrick, 34, of 
Paintsville, is charged with mur- 
der, first-degree fleeing and 
evading police, operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence of 
alcohol/drugs and driving on a 
suspended operators license. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Kentucky State 
Police at Post 14 in Ashland, 



authorities received a report of a 
vehicle traveling north in a reck- 
less manner on U.S. 23 at 6:28 
p.m. Friday, and KSP Trooper 
Devan Cleaver responded. 

Cleaver located the tan 2001 
Toyota Camry, driven by Fitzpat- 
rick and observed violations, at 
which time he initiated his emer- 
gency equipment and attempted 



to conduct a traffic stop, the 
release said. But the vehicle 
accelerated and traveled at a high 
rate of speed in an attempt to 
elude Cleaver, who continued to 
pursue the vehicle, which turned 
onto Ky. 644 and continued at a 
high rate of speed and in a reck-

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A 
Floyd County attorney appeared 
but did not testify Monday before 
a Senate committee investigating 
allegations that he and a former 
judge conspired to defraud the 
Social Security disability pro- 
gram of millions of dollars. 

“I respectfully assert my con- 
stitutional right not to testify here 
today, sir,” Stanville attorney 
Eric C. Conn told the Senate 
Committee on Homeland Securi- 
ty and Government Affairs Mon- 
day. 

Conn’s appearance coincided 
with a 168-page committee staff 
report that said he and former 
administrative law judge David 
Daugherty schemed to bilk the 
Social Security Administration 
out of millions of dollars in 
fraudulent disability claims. 

The report’s findings echo a 
lawsuit filed in federal court by a 
current SSA employee, Sarah 
Carver, and a former worker, Jen- 
nifer Griffith, from the regional 
office in Huntington, W.Va. Both 
women testified before the Sen- 
ate committee Monday. 

The lawsuit says the “fraudu- 
lent scheme involved Daugherty 
wrongfully taking control of a 
high number of Conn’s clients’ 
Social Security disability claims

PSC ruling upsets local officials 



Feds to seek death 
penalty in prison case

FRANKFORT - The Ken- 
tucky Public Service Commission 
announced in a press release Mon- 
day that it has “conditionally 
approved” Kentucky Power Com- 
pany’s proposal to purchase a half 
interest in the Mitchell Plant in 
Mounds ville, W.Va., to replace its 
Big Sandy Plant when it retires in 
2015. 

Kentucky Power has a week to 
decide whether it will accept the 
modifications the PSC made to the 
agreement, including increased 
economic development funding 
and clarifications to certain other 



provisions. 

House Majority Leader Rocky 
Adkins is not pleased with the deci- 
sion and said in a statement Tues- 
day that there is a better plan. 

“Devastating is not a word to 
use lightly as it describes great 
damage, harm and destruction,” 
Adkins said. “But I believe it per- 
fectly illustrates the effects Law- 
rence County and our region will 
experience as a direct result of the 
Public Service Commission’s deci- 
sion to close our Big Sandy Power 
Plant’s Unit 2. Our options include 
asking the PSC to reconsider its 
order. The commission’s order can 
be appealed to the circuit court as 
well. I cannot disagree more. This 
decision will cut 160 or more jobs 



at the plant, wipe out one million 
dollars in tax revenues for our 
schools and county government 
and create a downward economic 
spiral that will have lasting, nega- 
tive effects for our communities 
and region for years to come.” 

Lawrence County Judge-Exec- 
utive John Osborne said he was 
hoping for a better decision from 
the PSC, but that he wasn’t sur- 
prised. 

“I don’t like the ruling, and I 
don’t think it will be good for this 
county,” Osborne said. “I don’t 
know what else we can do but what 
State Representative Rocky Adkins

PIKEVILLE - Federal prose- 
cutors will seek the death penalty 
for an inmate who allegedly killed 
another prisoner at the United States 
Penitentiary Big Sandy in Martin 
County in 2009. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Roger 
W. West filed notice Thursday in 
federal court in Pikeville that the 
government “believes, and therefore 
avers, that the circumstances of the 
offenses charged in the indictment” 
against John Travis Millner are 



“such that, in the event of a convic- 
tion, a sentence of death is justified” 
pursuant to federal law. 

“Accordingly, the Government 
intends to seek a sentence of death 
upon the conviction of defendant 
John Travis Millner for any of the 
offense charged in the Indictment,” 
the notice says. 

Millner, 31, who is now an 
inmate at a federal prison in Lewis- 
burg, Pa., is charged with murder by 
a federal prisoner serving a life 
sentence and first-degree murder.

has suggested and that is to 
appeal it. An employee who 
works there told me that the 
company makes their plans 
years in advance and that they 
knew and said 15 years ago 
that the PSC was going to ask 
for these upgrades, but they 
sat there and waited and didn’t 
do anything. They already 
knew what they were going to 
do. I just think it’s a shame.” 

The PSC noted that the 
shutdown of the Big Sandy 
Unit would result in job loss 
and a decrease in tax revenue 
in Lawrence County, with the 
“economic effects extending 
to neighboring counties” as 
well. As a condition to the 
agreement, the PSC directed 
Kentucky Power to more than 
double the amount of share- 
holder money it had volun- 
tarily agreed to spend on eco- 
nomic development efforts, 
including job training. 

The PSC required Ken- 
tucky Power to spend at least 
$233,000 in each of the next 
five years, with $33,000 going 
to job training programs 
through the Kentucky Com- 
munity and Technical College 
System to be focused on 
weatherization and energy 
efficiency. 

Key provisions of the 
agreement, in addition to the 
Mitchell purchase, include a 
freeze on Kentucky Power’s 
base rates until May, 31,2015, 
and withdrawal of a pending 
application to increase rates 
by 24 percent; a $44 million 
annual limit, to extend for 17 
months, on recovery of costs 
associated with the Mitchell 
acquisition, with the recovery 
coming via a surcharge; a 
pledge to contribute $100,000 
annually to economic devel- 
opment efforts in Lawrence 
and five neighboring counties, 
including at least $33,000 
annually on job training; a 20 
percent increase in Kentucky 
Power’s shareholder contribu- 
tion to its energy assistance 
program for low-income rate- 
payers; a doubling, to $6 mil- 
lion per year, of Kentucky 
Power’s program to help its 
customers save energy 
through weatherization; and a 
commitment by Kentucky 
Power to consider the pur- 
chase of 100 megawatts of 
wind power the next time the 
company seeks additional 



generating capacity. 

The change in the agree- 
ment made by the PSC also 
denies Kentucky Power to 
separately account for and to 
recover from ratepayers $28.1 
million spent to study whether 
or not to upgrade the Big 
Sandy Plant. 

“Imposing that cost on 
ratepayers is not reasonable,” 
the PSC said in its ruling. 
“Instead, Kentucky Power can 
write it off.” 

“Even with all the changes 
the PSC made to the agree- 
ment, you can bet they will 
not lose any money,” Osborne 
said.? 

The PSC also took note of 
comments by Adkins and 
Lawrence County Attorney 
Mike Hogan, who both urged 
the panel to reconsider the 
decision not to upgrade the 
Big Sandy Plant, arguing that 
keeping the plant open would 
preserve well-paying jobs, tax 
revenue and coal sales. 

“The Commission greatly 
appreciates the participation 
of elected officials and affect- 
ed customers in this important 
process,” the PSC said. “The 
statutory standard that applies 
in this case is only whether 
the Mitchell acquisition is 
necessary in light of the deci- 
sion to retire Big Sandy and 
whether it is the lowest cost 
reasonable option available. 
Thus, arguments on economic 
benefits to specific areas of 
Kentucky Power’s service ter- 
ritory are beyond the scope of 
the Commission’s jurisdic- 
tion.” 

The PSC said in its order 
that it found Kentucky Pow- 
er’s proposal to purchase 50 
percent of the Mitchell Plant 
to be the least costly of the 
options available to the com- 
pany to maintain adequate 
generating capacity. 

The 780 megawatts of 
coal-fired capacity at Mitchell 
will replace an 800-megawatt 
coal-fired unit at Kentucky 
Power’s Big Sandy plant near 
Louisa. 

“Purchasing half of the 
Mitchell plant will cost much 
less than bringing Big Sandy’s 
larger unit into environmental 
compliance,” the PSC said in 
its order. 

The Mitchell purchase will 
cost about $536 million, 
whereas upgrading Big Sandy 
to meet stricter U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency air 



quality rules would cost near- 
ly $1 billion, the PSC said. 
When operating costs are fac- 
tored in, it will cost ratepayers 
about $59 million less annu- 
ally than the plan to upgrade 
Big Sandy, the ruling said. 

Adkins said there “was 
and is a better plan and I 
fought for that plan for the last 
two years.” 

“I believe, and made my 
case to the PSC on several 
occasions, that putting scrub- 
bers on Big Sandy is the best 
low-cost option in the short 
run and the best low-cost 
option over the next 30 years,” 
Adkins said. “I don’t think 
there was a fair calculation of 
what is the least cost option 
by the PSC and I am terribly 
disappointed that they did not 
fully assess the data in the 
record that bore those facts 
out. And I wasn’t alone.” 

Adkins said in his release 
that the Kentucky Attorney 
General’s Office said in a 
media statement that Ken- 
tucky Power had not thor- 
oughly evaluated other 
options and did not conduct 
and economic feasibility 
study as the law requires to 
determine whether the rate- 
payers could afford the 
increased rates resulting from 
the plan. 

“The Kentucky Attorney 
General, who represents con- 
sumers in rate cases, also said 
that he is exploring legal 
options regarding the ruling,” 
Adkins said in the release. 
“Lawrence County Attorney 
Mike Hogan has pled the case 
for retrofitting Big Sandy with 
scrubbers as well, along with 
countless residents, business 
owners, school and local gov- 
ernment officials, who know 
too well that we cannot sus- 
tain another devastating eco- 
nomic hit that this decision 
brings.” 

The PSC said the Mitchell 
acquisition will increase Ken- 
tucky Power’s rates by about 
14 percent, while a Big Sandy 
upgrade would have increased 
rates by 26 percent. 

Adkins said there could be 
merit in considering other 
uses for the Big Sandy Plant 
and one possibility is the 
facility being purchased by 
investors or another utility 
company. Another option 
would be to pursue a portion 
of the $8 billion in federal 
monies to retrofit the plant,

from randomly assigned 
administrative law judges 
and conducting sham pro- 
ceedings, resulting in the 
Conn clients overwhelm- 
ingly and fraudulently 
obtaining successful results. 
For example, during fiscal 
year 2010 Daugherty 
approved 99.7% of all 
Social Security claims 
while the national average 
of successful claims were 
approximately 62%. The 
fraudulent scheme resulted 
in millions of dollars in 
fraudulently obtained attor- 
neys fees to Conn.” 

The Senate committee 
reports says Conn “used his 
law practice to exploit key 
vulnerabilities in a critical 
safety net program and 
became wealthy in the pro- 



“By 2011 , Mr. Conn and 
Judge Daugherty had col- 
laborated on a scheme that 
enabled the judge to 
approve, in assembly-line 
fashion, hundreds of clients 
for disability benefits using 
manufactured medical evi- 
dence.” 

Daugherty was subpoe- 
naed but did not appear 
before the Senate panel. 

Republican Sen. Tom 
Coburn of Oklahoma, a 
member of the committee, 
said during the hearing that 
the Social Security Disabil- 
ity Trust Fund could be 
depleted in “just two years” 
because of the lack of over- 
sight by the SSA. 

“That means millions of 
disabled Americans will 
face benefit cuts while 
every American could see 
an increase in their payroll 
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utilizing state of the art tech- 
nology that would preserve 
the plant and jobs for genera- 
tions to come, he said. 

“This would be a monu- 
mental effort, but if success- 
ful, would create hundreds of 
permanent jobs and a thou- 
sand construction jobs; capi- 
talize on Kentucky’s national 
reputation as the leader in 
energy technologies; bring 
about stability and certainty 
for our region’s ratepayers; 
and provide an economic 
burst of activity that could 
literally change our future,” 
Adkins said. “While the PSC 
decision has devastating con- 
sequences, it will not stop me 
or you from focusing on our 
next steps to save Big Sandy. 
We will either convince them 
they’ve made a bad decision, 
or we will go forward to man- 
age our own destiny with bold 
ideas.”

According to the indict- 
ment, on Jan. 28, 2009, Mill- 
ner, while confined in the fed- 
eral prison in Martin County 
under a life sentence, did with 
“malice aforethought, kill 
another human being, to wit, 
Vincent E. Smith Jr., which 
killing is murder as defined in 
18U.S.C. 1111(a).” 

At the time of the killing, 
The Big Sandy News reported 
information posted on the 
Council of Prison Local 33 
Web site, but the names of the 
individuals involved in the 
incident were not released at 
the time. 

The Web site said an 
inmate assault occurred in a 



two-man cell at approximate- 
ly 4:56 p.m. on Jan. 28, 2009. 

“One man began stabbing 
another inmate in the head, 
neck and back area,” the 
report said. “Responding staff 
arrived and the inmate 
dropped his homemade weap- 
on, a shank and gave up. The 
inmate that was stabbed was 
transported to a local hospital 
where he was pronounced 
dead.” 

West’s notice said federal 
prosecutors can prove their 
case against Millner, saying 
the inmate “committed the 
offense in an especially hei- 
nous, cruel, or depraved man- 
ner in that it involved torture 
or serious physical abuse” to 
Smith. 

The notice said Millner 



was convicted of first-degree 
(premeditated) murder in the 
December 2001 shooting 
death of Walter Louis Coates 
in Washington, D.C. and was 
sentenced to life in prison 
without the possibility of 
release. 

The notice also included a 
list of other offenses commit- 
ted by Millner since he has 
been in the federal prison 
system, including numerous 
assaults. 

Millner “poses a continu- 
ing danger to others in that he 
is likely to commit additional 
acts of violence in any setting 
against inmates, correctional 
officers, staff, officials, 
employees, consultants, visi- 
tors, and others, at correc- 
tional institutions where he is

less manner, according to the 
release. 

Fitzpatrick lost control of 
the vehicle as he passed the 
intersection of Ky.

Fitzpatrick was taken into 
custody and is lodged in the 
Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center in Johnson Coun- 
ty. His preliminary hearing is 
scheduled for 11 a.m. today in 
Lawrence District Court. 

The case is under investi- 



gation by KSP Det. Ben Cra- 
mer. 

Other agencies respond- 
ing and assisting at the scene 
included Kentucky Commer- 
cial Vehicle Enforcement, the 
Louisa police and fire depart- 
ments, NetCare Ambulance 
Service and the Lawrence 
County Coroner’s Office.

The indictment also says 
she was operating her motor 
vehicle while under the 
influence of alcohol or oth- 
er substances at the time of 
the crash. 

According to a press 



release after the crash, Cas- 
tle crossed the center line 
of the roadway and struck 
the motorcycle operated by 
Mollett on Rt. 201 in the 
Sitka community of John- 
son County. Mollett was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene by Johnson County 
Coroner J.R. Frisby. 

Castle was transported 
to Paul B . Hall Medical 
Center in Johnson County 
following the crash and 
allegedly admitted to hav- 
ing drunk vodka earlier in 
the day. She also agreed to 
submit to a chemical test.

arrested in April during a drug 
sting that involved officers 
with the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office working with 
members of Operation UNITE 
during “Operation Spring 
Cleanup.” 

Frank Childers opted to 
take the plea deal instead of 
going to trial and will serve 
eight years for his part in the 
drug trafficking. He is sched- 
uled to be formally sentenced 
on November 1 . 

During the course of Eva- 
lene Childers’ trial, jurors 
heard testimony from two 
confidential informants and

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Aug. 15, 
2012, the couple, acting alone 
or in complicity with each 
other, trafficked 10 units of a 
schedule II controlled sub- 
stance, Oxycodone; on Aug. 
30, 2012, they trafficked 12 
units of Oxycodone; and on 
Nov. 14, 2012, they trafficked 
another four dosage units of 
Oxycodone. 

Evalene Childers is cur- 
rently incarcerated at the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention 
Center and is awaiting her 
formal sentencing. 



Remains found 
in Magoffin Co.

PAINTSVILLE - Big 
Sandy Community and Tech- 
nical College (BSCTC) offi- 
cially opened the new park on 
its Mayo campus Tuesday 
afternoon, Oct. 1. 

The park, constructed on a 
half- acre plot where the for- 
mer Building B once stood, is 
one of the first sustainable 
parks of its kind in Eastern 
Kentucky. Even before the 
park was constructed, the col- 
lege’s efforts in conserving 
energy led to raising most of 
the funds used to tear down 
Building B and begin the proj- 
ect. 

“We were able to essen- 
tially save around $80,000 in 
our efforts to become more 
energy efficient,” said John 
Herald, director of facilities at 
BSCTC. 

The money came in the 
form of a rebate from Ken- 
tucky Power through the help 
of the Kentucky Community 
and Technical College’s 
(KCTCS) Green Plus Initia- 
tive. 

Dr. Michael B. McCall, 
president of KCTCS, said the 
BSCTC ’s commitment to stu- 
dents and the environment is 
to be commended. 

“You are here to serve stu- 
dents, and, in this case, the 



students gave back,” said 
McCall. 

Students from the masonry 
and carpentry programs on the 
Mayo campus constructed 
many of the amenities at the 
park, including a 24-foot 
gazebo, beautifully manicured 
gardens, walkways, swings 
and a pergola. 

“What you are going to do 
by 2020 - you’re going to 
save more energy because it’s 
a fact of life that we must 
conserve.” 

The park features many 
environmentally friendly fea- 
tures, including benches made 
of recycled plastic, recycled 
mulch and solar-powers path- 
way lighting. Additionally, 
solar power will be used for 
part of the electricity used in 
the gazebo. There will also be 
recycling bins at the park for 
the school and the community 
to use. 

“This is a major step in the 
right direction,” said McCall. 

Dr. George D. Edwards, 
president and CEO of BSCTC, 
said the park exemplifies the 
college’s commitment to its 
students and community. 

“This will be a gathering 
place for students on this cam- 
pus and also those who live in 
and around Paintsville,” he 



said. “I’m just extremely 
proud of our school, proud of 
our community and very 
proud of our students.” 

Johnson County Judge- 
Executive Tucker Daniel said 
the opening of the new park 
adds to the significance of the 
Mayo campus to not just high- 
er education but also its role 
as a community leader. 

“For years, students have 
learned life skills to prepare 
them for jobs in the workplace 
here,” said Daniel. 

This year, the Mayo cam- 
pus is celebrating 75 years as 
BSCTC marks three mile- 
stone anniversaries. Prestons- 
burg Community College is 
marking 50 years and 10 years 
ago, the Mayo and Prestons- 
burg campuses merged to 
form BSCTC. 

Paintsville City Council- 
man Bill Mike Runyon told 
those in attendance that 
BSCTC “added a beautiful 
park to the landscape of the 
city.” 

Angela Burton, who 
retired from Mayo in 1999 
and currently works for 
BSCTC, gave a detailed his- 
tory of the building, including 
a visit to the campus by Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson in 
1964. 



She even met her husband, 
Harold Burton, the director of 
the Kentucky Coal Academy 
and interim director of Work- 
force Solutions at BSCTC, 
while they were students on 
campus. 

“I was in Building B and 
[Harold] was in Building C,” 
she said, laughing. 

Built in 1957 at a cost of 
$200,000, Building B housed 
the auto mechanics program 
on the first floor and business 
and cosmetology on the sec- 
ond floor. 

Angie Burton went on to 
add that President Johnson’s 
visit in 1964 demonstrated 
Mayo’s cutting-edge approach 
to workforce development, 
much as it does today. 

“The Mayo campus was 
and remains a leader in train- 
ing our workforce and helping 
people attain productive 
employment,” she said. “We 
have witnessed a huge change 
here on campus without 
Building B , but we hope with 
the construction of Mayo’s 
new park, our employees, stu- 
dents, children, and commu- 
nity members will have a 
place where they can relax, 
reminisce and enjoy the out- 
side beauty of nature.” 

Her remarks ended with a 
quote from Nelson Mandela: 
“Education is the most power- 
ful weapon which you can use 
to change the world.” 

Burton continued, “Mayo, 
Prestonsburg Community 
College and Big Sandy Com- 
munity and Technical College 
has changed the world for 
many families in eastern Ken- 
tucky and continues to work 
toward that goal.” 

There are still many nam- 
ing opportunities at the park, 
including the gazebo, trees, 
benches and swings. In the 
near future, there will be 
memorial and commemora- 
tive bricks as well. For more 
information on sponsorships 
and naming rights, contact 
Kelli Hall, director of 
advancement, at (606) 886- 
7382 or email kelli.hall@ 
kctcs.edu.
